MOSCOW (Reuter). Russia's 
three Selyut cosmonauts died in 
their Soyuz 11 ferry craft yester- 
day after a record-breaking stay 
in space lasting 24 days. Follow- 
ing an apparently flawless landing 
back onearth, the three cosmonauts 
were found dead Inside Soyuz-11 
by ahelicopter-borne recovery crew 
whica reached the touchdown spot 
almost simultaneously. 


Tae trio — Georgi Dobrovolsky, 
Vladislav Volkov, and Viktor Pat- 
Sayev — had carried out the most 
extensive programme of scientific 
reasearch ever conducted by men in 
Space. 


They spent 23 days aboard Sa- 
lyut, a 25-ton orbiting laboratory 
jauached on April 19. 


The irony of the latest Soviet 
tragedy is that the Salyut experi- 
ment had apparently been one of 
the most successful conducted in 
procedures once regarded a3 among 
the most hazardous in space flight, 
went off without a hiteh, and the 
cosmonauts seemed well and fit as 
they swam weightlessly around the 
spacious compartments of Sa- 
lyut.

23 days in Salyut 

Tass sald the cause of death of 
the three cosmonauts was belag 
examined. Their Soyuz-11 craft on 
Tuesday night separated from Sa- 
lyut, to which it had been her- 
metically sealed for 23 days, and 
continued on its way back to 
earth apparently without a hitch. 

Tass gave the following account 
of what followed: “In order to

Mountains of facts 


The agency, not 
analyses and reports on mountsins 
of information from published 
sources (there are 20,000 journals 
published yearly’ in the world just 
on the life sclences) but also from 
State and Defence Department at- 
taches, from such “technical” col- 
lectors as the spy satellites and, 
finally, from agents. The dally in- 
put is derived 50 per cent from 
overt sources such as periodicals, 
35 per cent from electronics and 
the remaining 15 per cent from 
agents.

Their combin- 
ed specialties cover 281 major 
fields. Piecing together the bits of 
information from a bewildering 
range of sources into the nation's 
daily intelligence picture is a 
break with the classic practice of 
relying primarily on agents’ reports. 
The U.S.S.R., Red China, Britain, 
France, West Germany and other 
veterans in the intelligence busi- 
ness. still lean toward the agent, 
but the United States has been 
relying more on the researcher and

1967, the Israel Government 
stated its pasition on ché well-being.

The .Supreme Court allowed an 
appeal against a sentence imposed 
by the Te] Aviv District Court on 
March 25, 1971 (in Cr.C. 136/69). 

The respondent, a taxi driver, was 
found guilty of failing to stop and 
help the victim of an accldent 
which he had caused, contrary to 
section 64A of the Traffic Or 
dinance {New Version). He was sen- 
tenced to three months’ imprison- 
ment, given an additional three 
months’ conditiona) sentence and 
had his.driving licence suspended 
for eighteen months. 

The State appealed against the 
leniency of the sentence. 

Section 644 of the Ordinance 
lays down 8 maximum sentence of 
7 years for hit-and-run drivers and 
forbids the imposition of condition- 
al imprisonment as the only pe- 
malty or the giving of a probation 
order. ᾿ 


Section 40 of the Traffic Ordi- 
mance provides that: “A 
convicted of an offence under sec- 
tlon 64 or 64A shall, in addition 
to any other penalty, be Hable to 
disqualification from obtaining or 
holding a driving cence for a 
period of not less than one year: 
provided that the court may, in 
special circumstances, which it 
shall set out in the judgment, order 
disqualification for @ shorter pe- 
riod.”

Court, Mr. D. Beinish, Assistance 
State Attorney, appeared for the 
State, and Mr. 3.

Judgment 

The President, who delivered the

give help to victims of accidents 
which they have caused — whether 
through negligence or not — are 
not fit to be allowed on the roads 
and should be prevented from driv- 
ing for an extended period; and has, 
in fact, suspended such drivers 
from driving for periods ranging 
from ten to five years --- the latter 
in spite of mitigating cireum- 
stances. 

In the case under consideration, 
the President went on to point oul, 
the District Court had imposed so 
lenient a sentence because it had 
taken account of the following 
mitigating circumstances: (1) thar 
the accused had not ἘΜ θα 
guilty of negligence; (2) 
failure to stop aud extend asais- 
tance to the victim had not caused 
any aggravation of the victim's con- 
dition as he had been picked up im- 
mediately after the accident by an- 
other driver and was found to be 
dead on arrival at the hospital; 
(8) that, the accused's living de- 
pended on his driving a taxi; and 
(4) that the accused was newly 
married and his wife was preguant. 

However, In the Ught of the 
Supreme Court precedents which 
apparently had not been brought 
to the attention of the District 
Court, it ig clear, held the Presi- 
dent, that these mitigating clreum- 
stances: cannot be weighed against 
the extreme severity with which hit- 
and-run offences in should 
be treated and in which the re- 
spondent’s offence in particular 
should be treated. For not only had 
he failed to stop and extend assis- 


tance to his victim, but he had 
driven off with his lights extin- 
guished, so as to avoid identifica- 
tion, and' had washed the blood- 
stains off his vehicle when he 
reached home. Furthermore, the re- 
spondent had a list of traffle of- 
fences to his discredit. All these 
circumstances together warranted 
suspending the respondent from 
driving for a period of ten years.

Answering Mr. Avnerl, Health 
Minister Victor Shemtov disputed 
Mr. Avneri's claim that in countries 
where abortions had been legalized, 
the end result had been to the good. 
He pointed out that in several East 
European countries things had got 
so out of hand — in Rumania for 
every eight births there was one 
abortion — that legal restrictions 
had to be reinstituted. 

The Minister said that the law 
made both medical and social con- 
cessions for women who requested 
abortions and that in cases where 
jt was felt that the birth of the 
ehild would cause negative repercus- 
sions, or would prove to be a health 
hazard, abortions were allowed. 

To presenting his bill, My Avneri 
said that the intransigence of the 
law could possibly cause bloodshed, 
and cited the case of a 17-year-old 
Arab villager, who had fallen 
t Mr, Avneri claimed that 
had the girl’s family found out 
that the girl had had intercourse be- 
fore marriage, or, worse, if a child 
had been born, there would 
have been a blood-revenge. He asked 
whether, in such a case, or in the 
case of a rape victim, or in the 
case of a mother who is about to 
have another child when she cannot 
provide for her present family, 
abortion would not be the most 
humane solution? 

‘AS opposed to the Member's 
earlier Bil, which demanded the 
legalization of homosexuality be- 
tween two consenting males, the 
abortion debate was quiet, and calls 
from the foor were at a minimum. 


STATE ASSETS 


The Knesset postponed the vote 
on ἃ Private Member's Bill, tabled 
by Dr. Moshe Sneh (Communist), 
aimed at gaining parliamentary 
control over the Government's 
azsets. Dr,"“Sneh noted that no such 
control existed at present, apart 
from when mining rights and the 
granting of licences for quarries 
‘were concerned, or when it came 
to the. selling of State property. 

Dr. Sneh demanded that the 
Knesset be given the last say in 
all transactions concerning State 
assets, which could be used for the 
produeuon of electricity, and water 
resources. He also demanded legisla- 
tion which would prohibit the Gov- 
ernment from handing over manege- 
mest of any company in which it 
holds a majority share, to private 
sources. 

The decision to pastpone the vote 
came after Dr. Sneh revealed that 
bis Bill was presented to the House 
only after he had put in modifica- 
tions suggested by the Treasury. 
He claimed he had been given to 
understand that the amended version 
would be passed to Committee. 
Deputy Finance Minister Dr. Zvi 
Dinstein, who at first flatly rejected 
the Bit, agreed chat the issue be 
postponed for further clarification.
